A more frequent source of objectionable 
taste in a chlorinated public water sup- 
ply is an iodoform flavor due to trade 
wastes. This flavor is far morp difficult 
to control One part phenol to‘one thou- 
sand million parts of chlorinated water 
will give an objectionable taste.

Around an industria] city the air fre- 
quently contains so much pheno! that the 
drinking water picks up enough phenol 
from the atmosphere to make it objec- 
tionable. In addition, phenol bodies get 
into the water from boats, trade waste, 
and in other ways. 

One of the best methods of removing 
this taste is by adding to it a. small 


amount of permanganate(of potash. One ° 


part of this chemical to five million parts 
of water will accomplish this purpose. 
Water may have a pink cast when 
it is first drawn, but that quality disap- 
pears shortly. The permanganate method 
has several advantages. It can be added 
to a water before filtration and give sat- 
isfactory results provided the chlorine is 
also added to the unfiltered water. The 
permanganate seems to help: the chilo- 
rine to purify the water. On the other 
hand, when hyposulphite is used we must 
be careful not to add the salt too soon 
after the chlorine, else the disinfectant 
will be neutralized. 
> 
The permanganate method of removing 
objectionable tastes is efficient for lake 
and river waters and for domestic water 
taken from cisterns, but it does not work 
with water derived from deep wells. 
Odors and tastes are also removed from 


waters by the use of ammonium salts. 


For this purpose, strong water of am- 
monia, ammonium chloride and ammo- 
nium sulphate are used. The strength of 
the solution is somewhere about ofie part 
in ‘three to five million parts of water. 
In addition to taste due to chlorine and 
phenol, we sometimes have to contend 
with flavors which result from minute 
forms of animal and vegetable life.

Editorial of the Day a 


JOHNNY APPLESEED. 
(Danville (I1l.)\\Commercial-News. } 

One of thé wost interesting and lovable characters 
of pioneer days was Johnny Appleseed, well known to 
tradition, and histogy in the middie west, and once 
characterized by’ John Sherman as “ one of the most 
striking figures thid fepublic has produced.” ‘That his 
fame and his good works may not.be forgotten by 
future generations »the chamber of commerce of Fort 
Wayne has instructed a committee to locate and mark 
his grave with a syitable memorial, so that it may be’ 
pointed out to the pyblic as the resting place of a 
unique western eer. 

Most’of the knowledge of Johnny Appléseed rests 
on tradition. Jt is knowh that he was born in Spring- 
field, Mass., in 1776; and it is said that he left his 
native state and wandered out into the wilderness 
because of disappointment in love. He was in the 
valley of the Potomac in 1799 and in western Penn- 
sylvania in 1800. He gathered a great quantity of 
apple seeds from the cider presses in Pennsylvania 
and floated down the Qhio in a strange raft, made 
from two canoes and loaded with bags of seeds. He 
was on his way west to make the wilderness bloom 
with apple blessoms. 

“My mission in life,” he told a pioneer woman, “ is 
to have the apple trees ready for the settlers when 
they come.” His first nursery was in West Virginia, 
and then he wandered into Ohio and Indiana, planting 
his seeds and planting apple trees in the wilderness. 
More than one hundred nurseries were set out in the 
forests of the two middle western states by this 


pstrange wanderer. 


With an ax, hatchet, and a’ hoe he would seek a 
fayorable spot near a river, prepare the ground, and 
plant thousands of apple, pear, and peach seeds. 
Then he would build a brush fence around the infant 
nursery to keep out prowling beasts. Often he would

The other form of venereal iafecticn is 
recognized as the cause of thousands of cases

Many of their 
victims contract them innocently. 


As Dr. Copeland states: “A blind 
man driving a racing car down Main 
Street is a safe citizen beside the man 
who has permitted himself to be 
made into a walking pestilence.”

Utilizing Bacon Fat. 


In too many homes the tried out 
bacon fat goes a-begging. Yet if it 
is white or unburned it makes an ex- 
cellent shortening for corn breads, 
which are just as good, or nearly 80, 
as bran breads as roughage, and often 
more palatable, so better. However, 
this making of good corn breads does 
seem to be an art which only a few 
have acquired. 

Though a dressing for ‘* wilted lei- 
tuce "—good also with green and but- 
ter or wax beans—is superior if it 
contains pieces of bacon, the fat alone, 
seasoned with sugar and vinegar, is 
excellent. Such a dressing may also 
be used with cooked cabbage. One 
tablespoon of vinegar and one of sugar 
may be enough for half a cup of hor 
bacon fat, but may be used with legs 
than that. This poured hot over leaf; 
lettuce, cut up slaw style, can-—when 
its flavor is what it should be—give a 
most palatable salad and an inexpen- 
sive one, 

For Sunday night suppers, or for 
any simple lunch, boiled rice finished 
with bacon fat is exceedingly palat- 
able, especially when it is also sea 
soned with some onion, sweet green 
pepper, and, for beauty’s sake, with 
some sliced carrot. 

First learn to boil rice in the most 
economical and easiest way. Take 
either one-half cup or one whole cup 
Choose a small aluminum kettle with 
a closely fitting cover—not too small, 
but it is best not to have much waste 
space in a kettle in cooking anything. 
First wash and let the rice drain 
rather dry. Then put into the kettle 
three times as much water as rice to 
be cooked, when the amount is small 


Let this water boil. Add the rice to

SEND TAX VIEWS’

(Chieago Tribune Press Service.) 
Washington, D. Cf Nov. 2.—[Spe- 
cial.}—The American Farm Bureau 
federation, the voice of more .than 
600,000 dirt farmers in furty-four 
States, submitted a complete tax re 
vision program to the house ways 
and means committee today.
